From Algiers we learn, that the Dey has ordered 
four frigates, and the fame number of f{maller veifels, to 
cruize againft all Venetian Miips, ander whatever flag 


‘they may be found. 


Commune has received a letter from Toulon, dated the 
19 Prairial, and conceived in the # terms :—** A brig 
catered yelterday into this port, which brought the hap- 
py intelligence of the capture of the ifland of Malta by 
the French. The fleet which failed from Toulon on 
the 30th Floreal, has entered. into the port of that ifl- 
and without any refiftance from the Maltefe ; and at this 
moment ths three-coloured ftandard is erected on all 
the forts in the ifland.” 

The French Government appears to be greatly diffa- 
tisfied with the new Helvetic Republic. The Swifs, 
who {till difcover that love for’ independence for which 
they have fo long. been diftinguifhed, are indignant at 
the haughty pretenfions, and infolent conduct of the 
French. As the French, however, have acquired that 
footing in Switzerland, which will enable them to main- 
tain their power, the complaints of the oppreffed will 
only accelerate their own rnin, and too late they will 
experience the folly of trufting to the pretended friend- 
fhip of an ambitious neighbour.

Our affairs here in general opinion feem to be rapid- 
ly improving. ‘The accounts of battles you fee in the 
newfpapers, but the effects produced by them cannot 
be. generally known. By perfons. who were preffed 
into the rebel fervice, and have fince deferted, we are 
affured, that in the attack on Arklow, which was very 
formidable indeed, they were twenty thoufand ftrong. 
The killed were 200: Mr O——« whtochas lived al- 
mott entirely in county Wexford with the army, fays, 
he has reafon to think the rebéls loft hear Y500.. They 
were fix days before they multered above one thouland 
men, and never after aflembled more than 8000° at 
one place. Inthe attack on Genéral Moore’ near 
Taghmon, the rébels weré greatly difappointed at 
want of fuccefs, as Father Roacueg (fince executed 
confefled, they had picked their men for the purpofe 
of cutting off this fmallarmy. The “battle was four 
hours in doubt, when Lord Davuousie, and two 
frefh regiments appeared. This decided their fate, 
and that of almoft every ringleader in the county Wex- 
ford. ‘Two Hays, Corwetrus Grocan, Bacenat 
Hanvas Father Roacue, one of the Hatrons——a- 
mongft them all a very large indeed. 

Sir C. Asértt’s shies othe Bridge, and a 
ftill later adtion of great feverity at Hacketftown, under 
Lieut. Garpiner, it ig almoft univerfally hoped, will 
put a op to further battles. That a good deal of 
pilfering and robbery will {till go forward, no one 
doubts. While I write, the Marquis of Buckinc-

have been nearly completed as a'‘barrack for-them, in 
about three days, by the exertions of Trencu, to 
whom this occupation has afforded great comfort. The 
Marquis was accompanied by General Crappoce, 
Lords Ditton, Lanparr, &c. We havé got two 
to fleep with us to. night, and they are‘ moft heartily 
welcomes As the Marquis pafled up the ftreet, I could 
not help refleéting how much more refpettably he a 
peared, and muft for ever appear, to the world, than 
thofe infamous oppofition rafcals in’ England, who: did 
all they could to prevent us receiving any aid from the 
Englith militia. Probably not ene United Irifhman 
in Dublin will clofe his eyes this night with the idea 
of an Englith militia regiment baving landed, Great 
was thelr difappointment, when ‘they found the Irith 
militia (teady again{t them, and- much greater miuft it 
be to find that their friends in England had not weight 
enough to prevent the Englith militia being hoftile to 
their deteftable views.

TRIAL OF JOHN STOREY, PRINTER. 


The Court Martial to-day proceeded to the trial of 
this prifoner. 

Henry O'Hara was the only witnefs on the part 
of the profecution. He depofed, that on the 7th init. 
he was forced to. go along with feveral people to An- 
trim, where he faw the prifoner ftationed at Redies 
Lane with a body of armed men. The engagement 
was by this time begun between the King’s troops and 
the rebels. ‘The prifoner had a {ward in his hand, and 
was hurrying on the: people. He appeared to be a 
leader, for when’ the «rebels gave way he btandifhed 
his fword at his party, and fwore he would make them 
repent it. The witnefls was ar that time within five 
or fix yards of the prifoner, and heard thefe expreflions

“ The prifoner {tated in defence, that he delivered up 
his arms to Major Fox three days before the affair at 
Antrim, and went to refide at his father’s near that 
town, where he employed himfelf in cutting turff, and 
would bring witneffes to prove he.was only one hour 
abfent. He requefted’the Court to adjourn till the 
next day to enable him to produce his.witnefles—which 
was agreed to. 

JUNE 30. 

' The prifoner’s father and brother-in-law appeared on 
his behalf. They ftated, that he continued at work 
the whole day of the 7th inft. excepting one hour.— 
No other witneffes were called, and the Court im- 
mediately inclofed to make up their verdict. 

The fentence of the Court Martial was, that he 
fhould fuffer death. He was accordingly hanged in 
front of the Market-houfe at three o’clock, after which 
his head was cut off, affixed on a pike, and placed on 
the top of the Market-houfe. ‘ 

JULY 2. 

This day the Court proceeded to the trial of Joun 
Harrison from the neighbourhood of Lifburn.—Two 
witnefles {wore they faw him among the rebels at Saint- 
field.—He adduced three witneffes to prove that ‘he 
was firft forced to join them, and afterwards went,along 
with them for the purpofe of giving information.
